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fraitly Charge and Command all Our Loving 
Subjects, That as we do freely give them 
Leave to meet ahd ſerve GOD, after their 
own Way and Manner, be it in private Hou- 
ſes or Places purpoſely hired or built for that 
Uſe; fo that they take eſpecial Care, that no- 
thing be preached or taught among them, 
which may any ways tend to alienate the 
Hearts of our People from Us or our Covern- 
ment; and that their Meetings and Aſſemblies 
be peaceably, openly, and publickly held, and 
all Perſons freely admitted to them; and that 
they do ſigniſy ind make known to ſome one 
or more of the next Juſtices of the Peace, what 
Place or Places they ſet a Part for thoſe Uſes.
